The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ale and assembly, do enact as follows :

That portion of the dinterest of the
drainage fund income which shall hereafter become due
or now belongs to the counties of Monroe and Juneau,
shall be paid over to the county treasurers of said

Appotimment.!  Bror1oN 2. It shall be the duty of the county treas-
urers of said counties, immediately upon the receipt of
the said drainage money, to apportion the same among
.the several towns of eaid counties, in proportion to the
number of acres of swamp and overflowed lands in each

e #==-of said towns; and they shall immediately give notice
in writing to the town clerk of each town in said
counties, of the amount apportioned to his town ; and
the town clerk of -each such town shall thereupon file
in his office such statement of the apportionment, and
notify the town board of supervisors of his town that -

thereof. -

SgorioN 8. That said money when apportioned ag Hoy moneytobe
aforesgaid, shall be under the control of the town board
of supcrvisors of each such town, respectively, and
shall be expended wnder their direction in the drainage
and reclamation of the swamp and overflowed lands in
their respective towns, and in building roads and
bridges when they shall deem it necessary, over or
through the same. The town board is hereby author-
ized to draw and issue orders on the county treasurer Jrderson couaty
in the same manner and form in which they are
authorizged to draw and issue orders on the town treas-
urer, to the amount of the drainage fund in his hands :
provided, that the said board shall issue orders only for
the payment of labor actuslly done or material fur-
nished for the purposes designated in this section.
